1 . Applicant's response filed 9/2/2003, has been entered and made of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claim 2 is allowable due to multiplexing the previous search window data and the 
current macro block data to conform to data processing thereof; data process means having a 
plurality of processing elements for calculating a mean absolute error of the motion vector with 
the previous search window data and the current macro block data transmitted from the 
multiplexer; comparing means for comparatively detecting State control means for controlling 
data flows between the above components, selecting one of a full search method and an interlace 
search method depending on image characteristics and bit rate. 

These key features in combination with the other features of the claimed invention are 
neither taught nor suggested by the art of record. 

Claims 3 and 6 recite substantial very similar limitations as claim 2 above and are 
allowed for the same reason. 

Thus claim 2-7, are allowable.
